OW, al the Hose of the college year in the Spring of 
L907, it is hiii natural, when thinking of the work 
thai has been accomplished, that we review again 
the events thai have come up in the history oi our 
twelve-year-okl University and single out, with 
especial pride, those particular events which mark the 
entrance of departments, organizations and general develop- 
ments which have come to make an improvement in the institu- 
tion. It is a source of pleasure to know thai the time isal hand 
when it shall be shown thai the progress here is bringing us in 
touch with m »st things which distinguish the older and larger 
colleges, and has already brought us much that makes our work 
along some lines as good, in quality and standard, as in Uns- 
older places of learning — a fact which we have scarcely been 
ahle to realize. 
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It is Bignificaiil thai in the First Legislative Assembly of 
Hie State an attempt was made to secure for Montana t li<* essen- 
tials for ilu* beginning <>f a university. In the Tenth Legisla- 
tive Assembly the latest attempts have been made i«> secure 
additional things necessary to the improvement of thai Univer- 
sity. Starting with one building donated by the fMty of Mis- 
soula and an enrollment of fifty students, ami ending after 
eleven years' time with four well-equipped buildings, an appro- 
priation of $50,000 for the erection of another, and .-in enroll- 
ment of four hundred students, the work and college activities 
have gone on and progressed until the University of Montana 
is an institution which tuny be justly compared i > other state 
universities and which, along those lines that have been devel- 
oped, run hold its ow n. 

Situated in one of the most beautiful parts of i In* .Missoula 
Valley, just on the outskirts of the Oarden ("ity of the WVsi, 
t lit* [Tnivcrsity is indeed fortunate in its surroundings. The 
natural beauty of Mount Sentinel, which hounds the campus. 
Ilellgate Canon and the ranges of mountains hemming in this 
portion of the country, lend a distinctive charm lo ihe institu- 
tion. The [Tniversity enjoys a site which in many respects can 
not be surpassed, and which, since location must be chosen for 
convenience as well as beauty of scenery tan not be excelled in 
advantages in t lie state,
